CSUS President Donald Gerth has been 
subpoenaed to appear in a $1.5 million wrong- 
ful termination lawsuit brought against CSUS 
by the former Multi-Cultural Center director 
Suzanne Brooks. 

Testifying early next week in the trial that 
began Tuesday, Gerth is one of three current 
and former university administrators being sued 
by Brooks. Also named in the suit are former 
Vice President for Administration Mernoy 
Harrison and current Vice President for Aca- 
demic Affairs Jolene Koester. 

Brooks was fired in September 1995 after 
five years of working as the Multi-Cultural

Despite working with an antique 
Macintosh Classic and a copy machine 
nicknamed the “Mir Copy Station,” new 
California State Student Association leg- 
islative advocate Susan Cusack is al- 
ready making student voices heard at 
the Capitol. 

On Tuesday, after only three full days 
on the job representing over 300,000 
students in the CSU system, Cusack had 
already started researching all upcom- 
ing legislation regarding higher educa- 
tion and prioritizing it. She also repaired 
the “squawk box” — a one-way radio 
that broadcasts the Senate and Assem- 
bly floor and all committee meetings. 

Cusack comes to the service of CSU 
students after working in the Capitol as 

an aide to two assemblymen. 

“In the past, I worked with CSSA and 
I always let them in the office and lis- 
tened to them because they represent 
students,” she said. 

Though student associations are not

Center’s first director. She was fired after an 
extended leave of absence left the center with- 
out a permanent, full-time director, according 
to university spokeswoman Ann Reed. 

According to Reed, Brooks. was granted 
medical leave for stress after allegations broke 
out ofher misusing Multi-Cultural Center funds. 
In spring 1994, the State Hornet ran a series of 
stories following allegations that Brooks loaned 
money from the center’s funds to students for 
traveling purposes. 

“She was out on leave for I believe up to 18 
months,” Reed said. “We expected her to come 
back, but she did not.” 

“The university investigated the reported 
allegations,” Reed continued. “As I recall, the 
university found no illegal conduct, but poor 





considered “heavy hitters” when it comes 
to lobbying, Cusack said legislators listen 
because of the number of students CSSA 
represents. 

“Next to the prison population, the stu- 
dent population is the next largest growing 
industry,” she said. 

The legislative advocate’ s job is to speak 
for the students in the Capitol, a job Cusack 
says is crucial since education will be a 
focus in the upcoming election. 

“It’s also a concern that the administra- 
tion is represented so well, yet the students 
don’t feel a need to organize. Students 
assume that the administration has the same 
goals as them. That’s never safe to as- 
sume,” she said. “Without any disrespect, 
we need to make sure that we’re protected 
in our interests.” 

Class size reduction, diversity on cam- 
pus and other more political topics are 
issues where students and administrators 
may not agree, Cusack said. 

At the top of her priorities list for this 
year is Senate Bill 1896, which would roll 
back graduate student fees by five percent

management skills on the part of peranae 
Brooks.” 

According to David Wagner, dean of Fac- 
ulty and Staff Affairs and a witness in the case, 
Brooks’ leave was.a combination of sick leave, 
catastrophic leave and leave without pay. Be- 
cause she was an at-will employee, she did not 
have to do anything wrong to be fired, he said. 
Her termination was at the discretion of the 
administration. 

Brooks andher attorney, David Brown, weré 
unavailable for comment. However, according 
to BAMN — By Any Means Necessary — a 
Berkeley-based group that defends affirmative 
action, Brooks was fired on a racist and sexist 
basis for defending the Multi-Cultural Center 
and its use of funds.

On Monday, BAMN supporters passed out 
fliers in the Library Quad soliciting support for 
Brooks. The flier said endless reporting by the 
State Hornet and resentment from the univer- 
sity caused Brooks’ serious health problems. 

' Brooks’ original lawsuit included charges of 
defamation against the State Hornet for exten- 
sively reporting on the issue. However, accord- 
ing touniversity counsel Donna Selnick, Brooks’ 
attorney never followed through with the sum- 
mons for the newspaper.

Greeks address

$2,500 will help to fund 
student political event

Associated Students Inc. voted Wednesday 
to donate $2,500 to a California State Students 
Association-sponsored conference on higher 
education. 

CHESS II, the California Higher Education 
Student Summit, is the annual political gather- 
ing of students and elected state officials to 
discuss issues important at the college and 
university level. 

David Shorey, ASI srepresentativetoCSSA, 
said the donation was made because a summit 
such as CHESS provides exposure to political 
and social issues outside the classroom. CSSA. 
is the'CSU system’s student lobby organiza- 
tion. 4 

“(CHESS) shows students what’s going on: 
and what to be aware of,” Shorey said. “It is; 
eee we can give and are happy to give.’”? 

-CSSA staff member Johnnie Carlson said he! 
was pleased with the donation by the AST. ” 

“Tt will be a tremendous help for the associa- 
tion and the conference,’’ Carlson said. “This 

could be ane of the largest donations by ne 
campuses.” 

The conference, being held April 24 to 27 
will begin at CSUS with a barbecue and a° 
debate between candidates for the California’ s- 
U.S. Senate seat. The bulk of the conference: 
will be held downtown in the Sacramento Con-> 
vention Center. ; 

This year’s summit will feature all the pre-’ 
primary gubernatorial candidates together on’ 
one stage for the first time in California history, 
Carlson said. 

According to Carlson, most of last year’s 
CHESS costs were balanced by student fees 
charged for attendance and that he did not 
expect any of the other CSU campuses to match 
a donation of that size. This year’s event will 
cost CSSA about $27,000.

Although it was the Greek community that filled the 
Redwood Room Wednesday night, the crowd’s discus- 
sion revolved around whether drinking is high-risk be- 
havior for all college students. 

The Alcohol Awareness Seminar, sponsored by the 
CSUS Inter-Fraternity and Panhallenic councils, engaged 
a student panel to bring awareness to problems among 
college drinkers. The seminar was in the wake of two 
alcohol-related deaths that occurred at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology and at Louisiana State University 
last year. 

Although the average age of students at CSUS is 
higher than its eastern counterparts, the problem of alco-. 
hol still exists, according to panel facilitator Laurie Bisset- 
Grady, director of health education at the Health Center. 
She cited current studies about the effects of alcohol on 
behavior and how certain factions within a college cam- 
pus put people at risk of binge drinking. 

“Campuses across the country are looking at the issue 
of the way alcohol is used primarily by college students,” 
said Bisset-Grady. “Campus problems linked to alcohol

Bisset-Grady also pointed out that uni- 
versities are heavily targeted by alcohol 
advertising and promotion, leading col- 
lege students to spend an annual $5.5 bil- 
lion on liquor. 

Panelists included members from fra- 
ternities and sororities, students and com-

munity service groups such as Safe Rides. 
They gave personal testimony as well as 
feedback to the audience. 

Issues surrounded using of alcohol within 
a social setting and understanding the key to 
drinking responsibly. 

“The biggest thing to do is to get people 
talking about the issue and to get other orga- 
nizations interested in GAMMA — Greeks 
Advocating Mature Management of Alco- 
hol,” said Safe Rides director Tammy Nale.

“It also provides opportunity for diverse 
groups to give personal accounts.” 

“Ninety percent of my friends do drink,” 
said panelist and Sigma Chi member Brian 
Cooley. “One of our brothers was almost 
killed in a car accident and it really opened 
our eyes.” 

Panelist Dan Freschi, ASI director for 
undeclared students, said moderation is im- 
portant for drinkers to learn.

starting in 1999. 

“We are trying to get all students on this 
bill, to extend the fee rollback to every- 
one,” she said. 

Another priority is getting errant cam- 
puses — including CSUS — to pay dues to 
CSSA and participate as full members. 


Yearly dues for the association are 50 cents 
per enrolled student. 

Benefits for students far outweigh the 
costs, Cusack said. 

“There’s so much students can do to get 
involved. Especially here in the capital,” 
she said. 

Cusack is organizing a Lobby Day at the 


Capitol to coincide with the upcoming Cali-- 


fornia Higher Education Student Summit, 
or CHESS, convention in April. She hopes 
students will use this exposure to legisla- 
tors to let their representatives know their 
concerns aboutthe future of education. 

“This is a good opportunity to say hello 
and let them know that we’re active here 
and open up an extended relationship,” she 
said. 
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Inter-Fraternity council, stated the pur- 
pose of the panel was to educate students 
to drink responsibly. 

One member of the audience chal- 
lenged the various organizations to bring 
in more guest speakers and promote 
further alcohol awareness and educa- 
tion. 

“The real purpose of the panel is put- 
ting a personal face on the issue of the 
facts,” Bisset-Grady said.

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Black History Month concludes with messages of encouragement

Over 90 percent of new African 
American businesses fail within 
their third year of operation. 

This was the message given to 
the audience at the third annual 
Black History Rally Feb. 20 at the 
University Union’s Redwood 
Room. : 

The speakers at this year’s rally, 
sponsored by the Cooper-Woodson 
College membership, conveyed the 


importance of black empowerment : 


through starting and supporting 
black enterprises. 

“Business is the path to empow- 
erment for those who are willing to 
make sacrifices,” said Dean Eric 
Gravenberg, associate vice presi- 
dent of student affairs. 

“No group dependent on others 
can ever plot its own course,” said 
Gravenberg. 

Speakers highlighted topics in- 
cluding the dilemmas facing many 
African Americans supporting 
black-owned businesses — specifi- 
cally, that black consumers should 
not accept low-quality services and 
products as a solution to the prob- 
lems plaguing those businesses. 

“There’s nothing wrong with tell- 
ing proprietors what we expect in 
services and products in exchange 
for our dollars,” said Cloteal Isaccs, 
academic advancement professor. 

Speakers determined that the re- 
sponsibility of correcting and redi- 
recting the course of black empow- 
erment falls at everyone’s doorstep, 
even the young within our commu- 
nities. 

Speakers made it clear how many 
young African Americans grow up 
watching and pal ning their spend- 
ing’ behaviors after those who are 
older and have served as examples 
for them. 5 

“Recognize the potential of those 
younger than are we. Take heed; it

is Our responsibility to educate our- 
selves,” said Isaccs. 

The audience quietly floated in 
and out of the four-hour presenta- 
tion as speakers .shared thoughts 
and artists gave lively perfor- 
mances.

Raices De Mi Tierra, which 
means “Roots Of My Land,” has 
been performing as a group for 
three years and consists mainly 
of CSUS students at various edu- 
cational levels. 


Umbashi began experimenting 
with medicinal diet when his dying 
son was in need of a bone marrow 
transplant. He started to give his son 
milk and conigar, which is a mixture 
of garlic and black caraway seeds.

muddanes, mashed carrots, cucum- 
ber or tomato salad and a pita or 
french bread. The prices of these 
plates are surprisingly low, ranging 
from $4.50 to $8, with the exception 
of the $12 deluxe combination plate. 

Looking at the menu though, one 
can’t ignore the dinner plate: deli- 
cious couscous dishes to fit one’s 
liking. One can choose from the tra- 
ditional couscous, which is a substi- 
tute for rice that consists of semolina 
wheat, meat, eggplant, potatoes, car- 
rots, zucchini, onions, garbanzo beans 
and either lamb, chicken or beef or one 
can spice up the dish by ordering the 
vegetarian, asparagus or fish couscous.

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Track stars attempt to qualify for indoor nationals

Two Sacramento State track team 
members are on the verge of qualify- 
ing for the NCAA Indoor Track and 
Field Championships. 

Africa Eldridge and Kenny Gowan 
will travel to Bozeman, Mont., this 
weekend to compete in the Last 
Chance Meet. 

If they run well and manage to 
shave even a tenth of a second off 
their times, they have a good chance 
of continuing on to Indianapolis and 
competing in nationals. 

“There are very few track and field 
programs in America that actually have 
somebody qualify forthe NCAA cham- 
pionships,” said head coach Joe Neff. 

Gowan, a sophomore in his second 
year on the team, has provisionally 


qualified in the 400 meters with a time 
of 47.39, but the provisional status does 
not ensure him a spot at Indianapolis. 

He will still need to run his fastest. 
If he runs a 46.80 or better he will 
automatically qualify. He did run a 
46.5 this season, but that was in the 4 
x 400 relay, invalid for qualifying. 

Gowan is no stranger to the na- 
tional spotlight. 

In his senior year of high school, 
he was the national indoor champion 
in the 400 meters. 

Between the two runners, 
Eldridge, who runs the 800 meters, 
has a better opportunity for qualify- 
ing provisionally. 

“Not many people make 
provisionals in the 800,” Eldridge said. 

In track and field the 800 is known 
as one of the toughest races to run. 
It’s neither a sprint nor a long dis-

tance run. It’s an in-betweener. 

“T think it’s more difficult than 
any race I’ veeverrun,” said Eldridge. 

Sac State has never had an athlete 
qualify for the Division I indoor cham- 
pionships. 

“This will be a historical moment, 
if it happens,” said Neff. 

The Sacramento State Athletic 
Department has had a lot to cheer 
about lately. 

Last fall, real estate developer Alex 
Spanos donated $1 million to reno- 
vate Hornet Stadium and builda prac- 
tice field adjacent to the facilty. 


Spanos’ generosity paid offfor CSUS’ 


when Sacramento beat out New Or- 
leans and Houston to host the Olym- 
pic Trials in 2000. 

“It’s all coming together," Neff 
said. “It’s like a very nice dream 
that's becoming a reality.”

‘Treason, torture and secret 
military trials in Nigeria

Retired general Olusegun 
Obasanjo was arrested in March 
1995 for his alleged involvement in 
a plot to overthrow the government 
of Nigeria. The statement used to 
convict him and his former deputy, 
Major-General Yar’ Adua, of trea- 
‘son was later retracted on the 
‘grounds that the witness was tor- 
tured into making it. 

The two generals and over 40 
other political prisoners have been 
held in harsh and life-threatening 
onditions since being convicted of 
treason in secret-and markedly un- 
fair military trials in 1995. Last De- 
cember, Yar’ Adar died in custody. 
Obasanjo suffers from diabetes, high 
blood pressure and recurring bouts 
of malaria. He has 13 years left to 
serve on his prison term. 

Obasanjo was the Nigerian head 
of state from 1976 to 1979. He is the

BUS FARE INEQUITY 


_ We are Sac State students who 
live in Yolo County. We do not get 
the same bus privileges as the rest 





of the student body because we live 
in Yolo County. As students we 
have a limited budget and should be 
able to board both RT and Yolobus 
“free” with our student IDs. Cur- 
rently we have to pay the regular 
fare on Yolobus to get to school. 

There are 1,187 other Sac State 
students who live in Yolo County, 
according to the institutional stud- 
ies office in Sacramento Hall. Al- 
though they may not all ride the 
Yolobus system, they might if it 
were free as RT is. We know of a 
few others from Davis, West Sacra- 
mento and Woodland who ride into 
downtown and transfer to the RT 
buses. We all pay the regular fare 
on Yolobus, which makes it point- 
less to ask for a transfer from 
Yolobus to RT because we already 
ride RT for free. 

Monthly passes range from $45 
to $50 and daily fares range from $1 
to $1.50 each way, depending upon 
how early you want to get to cam- 
pus. If we ask for a transfer from RT 
to Yolobus we must pay the full 
fare of $1.25 on RT to get a transfer. 
Regardless of how we try to save 
money, it is impossible. Both of us 
are trying to start negotiations for a 
contract with Yolobus similar to 
what currently exists between Sac 
State and RT. 

Students who are in a similar 
situation need to speak out and let 
ASI know that this situation exists 
and that they want something done 
about it before ASI can start any 
legislation. We need to do some 
research and find out how many 
Sac State students living in Yolo 
County ride Yolobus in order to 
start the process. All students who 
are tired of paying Yolobus fees out 
of their student budget, we need
